I  was  serving  with  my  rcgiinent,  the  Second  Ohio  Cavalry,  along  the 
Cumberland  in  Southern  Kentucky  in  the  latter  part  cf  "the  year  1863,  when 
the  judge  advocate  en  the  staff  cf  General  Burnsidc,  Major  J.  Madison 
Cutts  (brother-in-law  cf  the  late  Senator  Douglas),  committed  an  offense 
for  which  charges  wore  preferred  against  him.  General  Burnside  sent  in- 
quiries to  the  front  fcr  seme  cinccr  who  was  a  lav/yer,  and  who  could  be 
rcccmmcnded  as  capable  of  trying  his  judge  advccate.  I  was  recommended, 
and  ordered  back  to  Cincinnati,  where  General  Burnside's  headquarters  then 
were,  as  commr.nder  cf  the  Bcpaitmcnt  cf  the  Ohio. 

After  finishing  this  case,  I  vras  kept  en  cjurt-martial  duty  at  Cincinnati, 
Lcxingtcn  and  Louisville  for  seme  time,  and  finally,  at  the  request  of  Gover- 
nor Morton,  in  ScptcmbGr,  1864.  I  was  cidcrrd  to  Indiana  to  act  as  judge 
advocate  of  the  court  detailed  to  try  the  numbers  cf  the  "  Knights  cf  the 
Gclden  Circle,'-  or  "  Sens  of  Liber ry."'  These  trials  were  finished  some  time  in 
December  cf  that  3'car,  and  I  cnlcrcd  alniosr  immediately  upon  the  trial  of 
the  Chicago  ccnspiratci.-: — St.  Leger,  GrenfcL  (nd  others — who  had  come 
ever  from  Canada  to  engage  in  the  enterprise  cf  releasing  the  rebel  prisoners 
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
